Kempthome cruises to win 
for Idaho governor’s seat 


BOISE (AP) — Republican 
Dirk Kempthome scored on over- 
whelming victory Tuesday to 
become Idaho’s 30ih governor — 
the job he wanted after spending 
six years in the U.S. Senate help- 
ing engineer a return of power to 
the states. 

He frustrated Democrat Robert 
Huntley and independent Peter 
Rickards by waging his seven- ^ 
month campaign mostly from 
Washington and won about two- 
thirds of die vote. 

Kempthome polled solid 
majorities in every voter class — 
men'andwomenryoung'and'old“ 
and the rich, middle-income and 
poor, according to exit polls.

Why do wisddpi teeth often 
have to be remov e d?

NEW YORK — A gauge of future eco- 
nomic activity was unchanged in 
September for the second straight 
month, surprising economi.sts and sup- 
plying further signs tliat gniwth will con- 


The Conference Board, a private 
research group, reported Tuesday that 
its Index of Leading Economic 
Indicators stood at I0S.5 in September, 
the same level as in July and August. 
Economists had expected a slight 
decline. 

Tile leading index is designed to fore- 
cast economic activity six to nine months 
in advance. 

The results added to recent signs that 
the U.S, economy will advance at a slow- 
er pace Iwcause of the financial turmoil 
that ha.s spread from Asia to Ru.ssia and 


Latin America over the past year. 

"Tile economy tnll be hard-pre.ssed to 
match the robust growtli ])osted the past 
few years," said Michael Boldin, a 
Conference Board economist. “Still, the 
lending index is considerably higher 
now; compared with last yei\r, and rising 
consumer stit-ndinr and biw iiiiercst 
rates should keep us out of a recession." 

Last week, the goveniinent reported 
surprising economic growth for the third 
(|uarter as consumer spending hcKitned. 
But U.S. -exports dropped because of 
A.sin's economic problems. 

The Federal Reserve has lowered 
interest rates twice since Sept. 29 to 
stimulate the U.S. ecunumy and protect 
it from the global turmoil. 

“We are in a.more subdued growth 
iwriod, but we think growth will Ik.- sus- 
tained,” said Gary 'Iliaycr, senior econo- 
mist at A.G. Edwards & Suns Inc. in St. 
Louis.
